DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to applicant's amendments and arguments/remarks 
filed on 9/15/2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-4, 6-11, 14-19, 21-23 and 25 allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record teaches a mixing chamber wherein part of the mixing 
takes place within the bone by direct infusion using a irrigation fluid such as saline. The 
current invention and claimed in claim 11 requires an anticoagulant to be input through 
the inlet port to the mixing chamber. The prior art of record could not be used with an 
anticoagulant as described in claim 1 1 because it is not safe to directly infuse an 
anticoagulant into the bone of the body, and thus the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest a mixing chamber for the marrow and anticoagulant exterior the bone so that 
no anticoagulant could enter the body.
